A W aterspout in T exas Causes a 
A m ount o f D am age. 


G a in e s v il le , Tex., June 12.—News 
has been received here from Frazier, 
Green county, of destruction of life 
and property caused by a terrible wa­ 
terspout, accompanied by a windstorm, 
which visited th at town and vicin­ 
ity Tuesday night. Rain had been 
falling several days, and Tuesday night 
about ll o’clock a waterspout burst 
and in a few minutes the streets were 
4 feet deep with water, presenting the 
appearance of a raging torrent. All the 
business houses were flooded. 
Men 
secured 
buggies 
and 
with great 
difficulty 
succeeded 
in 
hauling 
the 
women 
and 
children 
to 
places 
of 
safety. 
Three 
per­ 
sons were drowned in Turkey creek— 
Pomp Poindexter, a young farmer, his 
sister and a young man named Al­ 
bright. The dwelling house of Caph 
Phillips 
was 
lifted 
from 
its 
foundation and 
carried 
nearly 
mile, when it was hurled against 
a tree and wrecked. 
Phillips and one 
of his daughters caught some floating 
debris and were washed ashore half a 
mile from where the house was demol­ 
ished. 
Mrs. Phillips 
and her babe 
caught a plank 
and 
were washed 
into the branches of a large tree, 
where they remained till the next day, 
when they were rescued by parties in 
a boat. A large number of houses 
were blown down and many others 
washed away. 
Dug-outs were filled 
with water and hundreds of people 
rendered homeless, and all their live 
stock, crops and other property swept 
away. 
A young farm er named Bur- 
done, while trying to reach the shore 
in a ferryboat, was thrown from the 
boat and drowned. 
St. L o u is, June 12.—A special from 
Gainesville, Tex., says: Near Leon, I. 
T., 30 miles from here, on Red river, 
the dead bodies of a man, woman and 
little babe were found in a drift, they 
having been drowned during the late 
overflow. The bodies have not been 
identified. 
William Lynn, a farmer, 
residing 
80 miles 
north of here, 
on Hickory creek, was drowned in that 
stream while trying to ford it. The 
rise in the Red river is unprecedented. 
At W arran t and Sivil’s bends, 20 miles 
northwest of here, the destruction is 
widespread. 
In

there were 10,000 
acres of 
corn, 
cotton and small grain cultivated by 
some fifty families.

are destroyed, most of the houses swept 
away and large numbers of cattle, 
hogs and chickens drowned.

Sir John M acdonalds Remains Interred 
at K in gston —An

K i n g s t o n , Out., June 1 2 .—Beneath a 
new made mound in Catraqui cemetery, 
in a beautiful little valley, with its vel­ 
vet fields and 
peaceful farmhouses 
and wave-waslied by the waters of 
blae Ontario, have been placed all that 
is earthly of the late Sir John Macdon­ 
ald. 
With almost royal honors and 
amid the mourning of a nation the 
body of the dead premier was borne to 
its last resting place. 
On all the public 
buildings and on many business houses 
the national colors floated at half- 
mast. 
Down Princess street the prin­ 
cipal buildings were draped in fes­ 
toons of black bunting and in many ol 
the windows were portraits of the late 
premier draped in black. 
The city 
building, in which the remains lay in 
state, was magnificently draped. 
An 
immense throng of people passed into 
the hall, viewed the remains and then 
emerged from t^e rear. 
An enormous crowd of people poured 
into the city from the surrounding 
country all morning. 
An early train 
from Ottawa brought the members 
of the senate and house of commons, 
the 
governor 
general 
and 
staff 
and others who were to take part 
in the funeral. 
The cortege moved at 
noon. The various civic and military 
bodies quickly fell into line and to 
the booming of cannon from Fort 
Henry and the solemn tolling of the 
city and church bells the march to the 
grave began. The column consisted 
of civic societies, police, cavalry and 
artillery, hearse w’ith bodyguard of ca­ 
dets, mourners, governor general and 
staff, army and navy, provincial gov­ 
ernors, bishops, cabinet, judiciary, leg­ 
islative, provincial assemblies, con­ 
suls, 
deputy ministers, deputations 
from other cities and citizens gener­ 
ally.

along 
Ontario street to Princess street and up 
that thoroughfare to Cataraqui ceme­ 
tery, a distance of over 3 miles.

more offensive 
thrusts. The aristocratic group around 
the prince, 
though apparently too 
astonished and startled to be in full 
possession of their wits, managed to 
make a counter demonstration of a 
rather weak sort in support of the 
prince, 
who 
was 
himself 
pale 
with anger and who cast 
furious 
glances at 
his 
insulters. 
This is 
believed to be the first time that a dis­ 
respectful demonstration has ever been 
made against the prince of Wales by a 
crowd bearing any claim to respecta­ 
bility, and the incident is even more 
significant than the lecturing that he 
has been getting the last few days 
from religious and secular newspapers. 
Several radical members of the house 
of commons have met and decided to 
put a series of questions to the govern­ 
ment bearing upon the responsibility 
which the Tranby Croft party incurred 
in concealing Sir William Gordon Cum 
ming’s offense and the question of mil­ 
itary discipline involved.

It is understood that 
the liberal leaders will hold aloof from 
the contemplated censure of the prince 
of Wales. 
L on d on , June I.—I t is said th at the 
queen is so deeply stirred up over the 
baccarat revelations that she hasdi 
reded the prince of Wales to make an 
early personal explanation of his con­ 
duct and that some of the prince’s as­ 
sociates in the game may be made to 
feel the royal displeasure. The secre­ 
tary of state for war has been over­ 
whelmed with letters demanding that 
action be taken against the implicated 
officers. 
There is a rumor current in the city 
that Lord Coventry has handed in his
